VICTORIA TO YALE. 



The proposition to place on the Vic- 
toria- Yale route a, throuf>h steamer hf\s 
met with even more favor tliau the pro- 
jectors o£ the soiienie had dared to hope. 
Objectors were found to the project at 
first; but wlien the onormous saving in 
time that'will bo effected by travelers 
'•'aiid freight between the two points, 
. the reduced cost of carriage and other 
advantages that will he sure to flow 
from restoring Victoria to her position 
(which no one disputed in 1858) as the 
terminus of river navigation, had been 
explained all doubts were dispelled as 
to the feasibility of the scheme. Now, 
Yale and Emory arc as deeply inter- 
ested in a through boat as Victoria. 
This being the chief market of the 
province, and the main distrilmting 
point for goods from the southern boun- 
dary lino along the coast as far nortii 
as Alaska, is the port which the up- 
country merchant aims to reach when 
he sets out to replenish his stock. He 
desires to reach this market as speedily 
as possible. A day is. of great impor- 
.tance, aaid pcrliapa it is at a season 
when a high or low stage of water ren- 
ders traveling dlfllcult and uncertain, 
and when a detention of a few liours 
might upset his calculations aiul an- 
ticipated profits for an entire season. 
It may be that lie has been met with a 
sudden and unexpected demand for 
goods; and having sold out most of his 
stock is anxious to lay in a fre.'ih sup- 
ply. One can readily imagine the 
irksomeness of an enforcf d delay of two 
dai/s at Now Westminster, whero Imis 
compelled to remain within a few hours' 
steamboat ride of his destination from 
Monday a/lcrnoon until Wednesdai/ 
mornimi, when he should reach Vic- 
toria on the evening of the d.ay on 
whicli ho leaves Yale. When cattle 
have to be brought down the misery 
and e.xpenso caused by changing tlietn 
from boat to boat and the cost of keep- 
ing them at New Westminster for two 
nights when they should be .safely 
landed at Victoria on the evening of 
the day on which they loft Vale, can 
only be fully understood by the ship- 
pers of that description of freight. 

In a former article we pointed out 
the discomfort, inconvenience and ex- 
pense that have been incurred for many 
years by passengers and freight bound 
from Victoria to tlie upper country 
which have been forced to undergo 
transhipment and detention at New 
Westminster. -Here is tlie mo.'it recent 
instance: On Tuesday morning last at 
8 o'clock the steamer ISuterprise sailed 
hence for New Westminster. She 
carried about 120 passengers and 
a full freight of goods. Now, had the 
Enterprise been a through boat she 
would have reached Yalo yesterday 
morning. But not being a through 
boat, on arrival at New Westminster 
she turned over her freight to a rivor 
steamboat. 'J'hc passengers for Yale 
were forced to remain all night at New 
Westminster and yestci'day msrning at 
7 o'clock (about tlio hour the Victoria 
freight and passengers .should have 
reached Yale) they proceeded on their 
journey 1 This system has been going 
on for many years, in spite of tlie fact 
that for at least seven months in the 
year the navigation between Victoria and 
Fra.ser Eiver partakes of the character 
of river navigation. It is worthy of 
remark that no lightdraught steamer 
has been lost or even placed in a posi- 
tion of peril while making the passage 
froni Victoria to Frascrmouth. Not- 
withstanding that tlie pass,agc has been 
made times without number by the 
merest cockleshells they have invariably 
landed their freight and passengers 
safely; the only vessels that have met 
with disaster between the two ports 
have been of heavy draught. How- 
ever much certain Victorians may be 
disposed to sneer at tlie cflbrts of the 
Westminsterians to retain a trade to 
which natural advantages fairly entitle 
Victoria, we can assure them that 
they have encountered by no means 
contemptible antagonists. Altliough 
few in number, they are enterprising, 
persistent and energetic. They will 
leave no stone unturned to continue 
the system by whicli New Westmin- 
ster as a turnpike gate levies a 
toll on every pound of goods, every 
passenger, every head of live stock 
bound to or destined for this port. Vic- 
toria and the whole upper country pay 
tribute at the Royal City. It is as if 
a gate were thrown across the river 
and toll collected both way.s. And 
while Victorians have wrapped them 
selves in a mantle of fancied security; 
while they have hugged tlic fond de- 
lusion to their souls that the com- 
mercial supremacy of their port could 
not be successfully assailed; while they 
have good-naturedly put up with asteam- 
service that belongs to the coaching 
days of old England — the Westmins- 
terians have been burrowing like 
moles, and having at last emerged from 
their hiding places have made a 
bold dash to grasp the prize. In furth- 
erance of this policy they have ad- 
riotly made it appear at Ottawa that 
it is their freight and tlieir passengers 
that are "switched off' to undergo de- 
tention and doublchandling, and liavo 
actually secured the Victoria dredger 
and punts to be used in the improve- 
ment of their harbor ! 

The Province is athrob with now 
life and reviving energy. Victoria, the 
political and commercial capital, with 
the concentrated wealth of the country 
in her hands, with which she should give 
the keynote to every enterprise, is fast 
asleep and snoring ! When we tiiink 
of what is going on elsewhere, and of 
the splendid advantages that Victoria 
is throwing away, and when we con- 
trast the energy of New Westminster 
with the inaction of Victoria, we are 
almost tempted to exclaim to the lat- 
ter — "Go to the ant, thou sluggard; 
consider her ways and be yise." 



THE SCHOOLS. 

Matters seem to have reached a crisis 
— and a very disagreeable crisis it 
would appear to bo — in the scliool de- 
partment The public will have ob- 
served from the tone of .the . superin- 
tendent's last report that that bfiicer is 
determined to force a quarrel with the 
teachers; and although by his own evi- 
dence, and that of all but two of the 
teachers, a majority of the trustees and 
all the members of the late board of 
eilucation, his statements have been 
mostly shown to be devoid of truth; 
and notwithstanding the fact that ho 
has been called on to apologize for his 
statements by a connnittec of the 
House, a majority of whom arc sup- 
porters of the government, we regret 
to find that he has not availed himself 
of the opportunity. His charges re- 
main unretracted; and he seems dis- 
posed to go to even greater Icngtli.s. His 
conduct in refusing to obey the instruc- 
tions of the Victoria trustees and issue 
a certificate to a perfectly competent 
teacher has occasioned a lock-out in the 
girls' department, and precipitated the 
crisis. The Act confers on the trustees 
the appointing power, but Mr. JIac- 
KKNZiK usurps that power and indi- 
cates the only lady in whose favor he 
will issue a certiticate. This lady 
happens to hold a certiticate of a lower 
grade thon that held by the lady whom 
the trustees have put forward and for 
three years past has not pre.sented her- 
self for examination. 

CAUSE AND EFFECT. 

Our esteemed and usually truthful 
contemporary of the N. W. Ucmld says 
we "gnashed our teeth and howled 
with rage because t lie steamship Vic- 
toria reached New \Vcstmia;;ter with 
ease." We neither "gnashed" nor 
"howled;" but wo said and now I'opeat 
that had there been at this port a 
steamer prepared to carry the cargo of 
that steamship on to Yale slie would 
not have gone to New Westminster at 
the coat of a detention of two day.s, a 
(lead loss to her owners of §-150, and 
considerable risk to the vessel. No 
consignee desirea to have his goods 
handled more frequently than neces- 
sary, and it was to prevent one hand- 
ling that the Victoria went to Now 
Westminster. That is a fault for 
which the Victorians propo.se in a few 
days to jirovide a remedy, if the 
companies that now occupy the field do 
not forostal them.

To TiiK Editor ok Tin; Colo.vi.st — 
Sir — From some floating straws in tlie 
wind to-day and the dcterminatiou of 
the committee to have a regatta at the 
Gorge on the 24th May, at which for 
the first time no prizes are to be offered 
to be competed for by the sailors of 
Her Maje.sty's ships in Esquimalt, I 
am afraid a wrong impression has been 
obtained by the committee of the spirit 
in which the Commander-iQ chief and 
Captain Markham entertained the pro- 
posals made to f hem by the sub com- 
mittce, Permit me, therefore, to say 
that so far from declining to take any 
part in the proposed regatta both the 
Admiral and Captain Markham said 
they would de all in their power. They 
said the time .allowed for preparation 
(four days) was so short that their men 
could not train, and, also, that six of 
their boats were hauled out for paint- 
ing and repair.s, and that having invit- 
ed the public to visit the Triumph on 
the 24th all the flags and the ship's 
band would be required on boai-d. That 
those reasons would make it impossible 
to participate in a regatta attheClorge; 
but that if the regatta was hehl at 
Esquimalt they would lay down buoys 
for the cour.se, and if possible compote 
in a sailing match and have boats' 
crews to pull in a race. 

On the other hand, both the Admiral 
and Capt. Markham promised that.should 
the dale of holding the regatta be post- 
poned all possible assistance and co- 
operation would be given at the Gorge 
by sending their boats, men, kc, to 
compete. Nothing conid have been 
more considerate or courteous than 
the position taken and T hope the com- 
mittee (to whom all credit is due for 
their energy) will conclude to hold the 
regatta on Coronation or Dominion 
day, which will allow such time for 
practice as will ensure good sculling 
and rowing, the presence of tlie navy 
and possibly contestants from New 
Westminster, Nanaiino and Burrard 
Inlet Having been one of the com- 
mittee deputed to wait on the Ad 
miral 1 take the liberty of making this 
explanation.

Jiistloo fit Oassiar. 

Gi.c.vouA. April 20, ISSO. 
To Tiiic Editor of Tun: Colonist: — 
Sir, — We see by the reports that Judge 
Crease complimented the settlers at 
Kamloops for not exercising Lynch 
law. These remarks may have been 
very commendable at Kamloops, and it 
may bo that Cassiar is deserving of the 
same commendation. But as a resident 
of this neglected district I must say wo 
arc not, for last .summer, when Jenkin- 
son was murdered at Telegraph Creek 
and the murderer Johnston was 
arrested, it was not the strong arm of 
the law that prevented Judge Lynch 
taking precedence on that occasion; but 
the moderation of a few individuals 
only, backed by the dread and fear of 
the Indians, who tliought the prisoner 
was going to be dealt with in the same 
manner as the man Boyd was a few 
months before atWrangel, Alaska, by 
being hung for the murder of O'Brien. 
In the absence of civil authority he 
(Boyd) was tried, condemned and hung 
in the space of one week by the people 
as.sembled, thereby furnishing an ex- 
ample that has made a white man's life 
safer in Wrangel where there is no 
nretencc of civil authority than it is on 
the Stickeen river in British Columbia 
to-day. The Indians being possessed 
of such ideas and knowing the small 



number of men at Glenora and Tele- 
graph Creek, armed and painted them- 
selves and undisguisedly prepared for 
releasing the prisoner. It was only by 
the bold front put on by the few whites 
there, and the assurance that a gunboat 
would visit destructioa upon them at 
"SVrangel, that deterred them. They 
wei'e further promised that the prisoner 
would be treated in the same way as a 
white man under the same circum- 
stances; and it was only after much 
u'uw-waio and solicitation that they 
were prevailed upoa to disperse. And 
now soiiie of the relatives of tlie pri- 
soner are openly hostile, and many 
hero knowing the nature of the Indian 
character cannot .but feel apprehensive. 

Now, j\Ir. Editor, considering the 
failures of justice in Cassiar, that Tom 
Anderson, a prisoner confined for mur- 
der, has been two years in gaol without 
a trial, and the Indian Johnston, who 
was tried and condenuied, lies now in 
prison unhung, and no one knows what 
will bo done with him: Under such 
circumstances would it not be better 
for the goverament to withdraw all 
pretence of civil authority in Cassiar, 
and let the boys govern them.selves as 
they do at Wrangel by a vigilance 
committee which can be organized by 
prescribed rules at any time, and thereby 
make life and property safer than it is 
now 'I It would bo an immense saving 
of expense, and what would be .saved 
by the disposal of prisoners alone would 
be ample to provide an efficient mail 
service for this district.

To lui; KiuToR OF TuK Colonlst.— - 
Sir, — Although I do not agree with 
you that the trade of Victoria will be 
seriously aflectod by direct shipping to 
New Westminster from San Francisco, 
yet I thoroughly endorse your ideas 
about direct and speedy communication 
between this point and Yale. The in- 
creasing trade and travel which will 
follow railway construction, imperative- 
ly demand more frequent and expedi- 
tious means of transportation than ex- 
ist at ])resent No merchant coming 
from Vale to Victoria can aflbrd to be 
three days in making the trip ; or to 
lose n. week's time in order to spend a 
single day, in purchasing goods, i 
think, however, that the true remedy 
for the evil is to be found in a tri- 
weekly service between the two places; 
and in letting the steamers leave Vic- 
toria in the evening during the summer 
and autumn months — say on Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday evenings^ con- 
tinuing on their course tlio following 
morning. If this is dono upon a 
through boat like the Western Slope 
no change at New Westminister is re- 
quired. If the present Hudson Bay 
steamers run, it would only be neces- 
sary to tiiiHsfc; any fast freightand the 
passengers to the river boat, leaving 
tho bulk of the freight to go on two 
days later in the next steamer. The 
return steamers by leaving Yalo at 
daylight and remaining an hour at 
New Westminster could easily reach 
Victoria early in the evening of tho 
same day. 

<^f cour.so it would be neces.sary to 
obtain tho sanction of tho Post otiice 
authorities to this change, and it would 
be necessary that the Victoria bound 
mails should be made up at Yale in- 
stead of at New Westminster, and 
that the up-country mails should be 
made up here. If a general request 
should be m.ade to the postal depart- 
ment to this effect, 1 do not doubt 
that their assent to this proposal might 
easily be obtained.

Zilunicipal Council. 

Wkd.nksdav, I\I;iy 10. 

Tho Council met ;it 7:30 p.m., a full 
board boing present. After ruutinu, 

Coun. Clarke moved that that portimi 
of the minutes .of tho last meeting oin- 
bodying a resolution authorizing tho 
council to take tlio opinion of the city 
baiTistor a.s to tliu proper i[ualitication uf 
a councillor be re.scidod. Me took tlii.s 
action on several groiuids, believing in the 
tirst place that if any doubt existed as tn 
the qualification of a candidate for coun- 
cillor tho objection .should have been 
taken at the time of nomination; anil 
that in the second place if, afler electicin, 
any objection to liia serving still existed the 
proper method to adopt ti> unseat him was 
by an applieatinn for a writ of i/iio 

Coun. McLean in seconding the reso- 
lution said that he regretted to soo the 
spirit exhibited by certain councillors at 
tho last meeting. Tho name of Conn. 
Rome had then been mentioned as the 
councillor at whom the resolution was 
aimed. 

Coun. Shakespeare — No! 

Coun. McLean — I say "yea," and not 
unly was Coun. Rome's naino mentioned 
by Ooun. Sliakospoaro but also by Conn. 
Boyd. It was a sneakish way of going 
after a councillor when ho had faitlifully 
served his constituency for some eighteen 
months, and had been returned by a re- 
spectable majority and did not occupy 
his seat by tho mere skin of his teeth as 
was tho case witli another councillor. 

The mayor said it was no part of the 
council to take actiun in tho matter. The 
proposition was aljsnrd. The people had 
returned Coun. Rome for two successive 
terms .and had thereby shown their belief 
that that gentleman was qnalilled and en- 
joyod the confidouco of tho taxpayers. 

Coun. Boyd said that all he desired 
was that the question as to tho qualifica- 
tion of a councillor should bo once and for 
all clo.ired u]). 

Coun. Shnkespeave roi)udiated the idea 
that either he or Coun. Koyd had moved iu 
the matter solely to satisfy any personal 
prejudice against Coun. Rome or any 
other counciUor. It was the duty of tlio 
council to have tho qualification clause 
amended so that it could be understood. 
He contended that no man should sit in 
the council unless he w.as an owner of 
real estate. 

Coun. Rome — \Vhat do you p.iy for 
real estate ? About §5. 

Coun. Shakespeare— Never mind what 
I pay. I have an interest in the city. 

Ooun. Home — So have I. Larger lliau 
you have, considerably. 

. Coun. Shakespeare, continuing, said 
that there was no reason why the ques- 
tion of qualification should be burked. 

Coun. Rome said th.at ho had much 
larger interests in the city than Coun. 
Shakespeare had and that for every §100 
the latter councillor had in tho city he 
(Coun. Rome) had i?500, As a matter of 
fact ho (Coun. Homo) paid upwards (;f 
gC40 ovory year to the public revenue .and 
he considered that a suflicient qiialilica- 
tion to entitlo him to a scat in the eonn- 
ciL 

Coun. Boyd said that if the Mayor had 
been as considerate to the minority as he 
now had been to the m.ajority he would 
have permitted the clerk to take tfHt,"o[)in- 
ion of the barrister. 

Tho JIayor said it was open for any 
OQuncillor to take the opinion of the barris- 
ter on his own responsibility. 

Tho question was then put and the mo- 
tion carried bv a vote of 4 to 2. 

A communication was read from tiie 
secretary of the Queen's birthday com- 
mittee asking the co-operation and as- 
sistance of the council. Fifty dollars grant- 
ed. 

Coun. Smith said that tho firo depart- 
ment had not yet submitted their plans 
for the new Tiger engine house and that 
the fire w.ardons could not delhie dimen- 
sions of the site on the Corporation pro- 
perty until they had done so. 

A communication was read from the 
chief engineer of the fire department call- 
ing tlio attention of tho Council to the 
dangorouaand dilapidated stale of certain 
buildings on Waddington alley; said 
buildings proving an incentive to incen- 
diaries. Referred to firo wardens. 

From Engelliardt & Co. stating that, 
with reference to the regulatioae pertain- 
ing to life-saving apparatus to bo placed 
on the wharves, tlioir wharves are jirivatu 
property and consc(iuontly do not come 
within the purview of tho Wharves By- 
law. Referred to city barrister. 

From Bngelhardt & Co, requesting per- 
mission to disoliarge freight from tho mail 
steamer arriving hero on Sunday the 2;)d 
inst., inasmuch as tho following day is 
tho Queen's Ipirthday and a public holi- 
day. Under the circumstances permission 
was gntnted, 

From G. P. Rosson, proprietor of the 
Rock Bay House, Eaquimalt road, re- 
questing that ho may bo exempted fr(jm 
the provisions of the Sabbath Bylaw, in- 
asmuch as ho is almost on the borders of 
the city limits and the host portion of his 
returns are taken in on Sniulay. 

Coun. McLean moved that tho commu- 
nication be recoivod and filed, as in jus- 
tice to license-holders in the city the re- 
quest could not bo granted. Carried. 

From Thos. Gorric ofTering to orna- 
ment tho city i'lagstafF on the Queen's 
birthday with Hags of all nations for the 
sum of 825. Received and filed. 

I^bin'Mrs'. J. McKay with reference to 
a drain iioar to her residence. Re- 
ferred to street committee. 

From W. Bond asking leave to remove 
certain sidewalks for grading. Granted. 

From A. Porter asking tho Council to 
grade for a sidewalk on Govormuent 
street, between Fisgard and Herald. Re- 
fe)rre4 to street com. 



From A. R. Robertson, reminding the 
couiicd that according to the Otilcial iMap 
Act it is necessary for the council to ap- 
point a board of .arbitrators within one 
month from the p.assage of the act. 

Consideration deferred for a fortnight. 

From Frank Campbell, asking the 
council as "OhristiiBn- bretliren" to dis- 
play a year's forbearance' ill their demands 
for'a no^v sidewalk in front of his pro- 
perty oil Yates street. 

Referred to street com. 

From Jiio. Cox, keeper of Ro.-is l!ay 
cemetery, calling the attention of the 
council to tho damage done to graves by 
the driving of carriages over them and by 
dog.s being permitted to run at large. Re- 
ferred to cemetery com. 

From S. Evau.s, propi'ietor of Beacon 
Park Hotel, asking to be excmptetl from 
the provisions of the Sunday by-law. llo- 
ceived and tiled. 

Coun. Rome said that the by-law would 
operate very hai-shly in certain coses and 
ho would give notice that he will move 
next mooting that the hours during whicli 
saloons be required to close be from 10 
a.m. till 1 p.m. Had he been present 
when tho by-law came uj) he would have 
voted against it.

On motion of Coun. Rome the finance 
committee was empowered to negotiate an 
overdraft of $5,000 until June 30th. 

The council then adjourned for a fort- 
night. 

Yale and. Smory City. 

Work was commenced on tho first tun- 
nel at Yale on Saturday and three bla.sts 
made the, rock " rip." Work is going on 
between Emory and Yale.
